| The result of the polling in the 
electoral district of West Edmon- 
ton gives a substantial majority to 
the Hon. Frank Oliver as far as 


the home vote is concerned, This 


| majority is entirely remarkable in | 


view of the evident determination 
to disfranchise as many of the 
electors as would be necessary to 
win the election for the Govern- 
ment e@ndidate. If he did not 
win it is only because the election 
officials fell down®on their job. 
They could just as well have put 
enough on or left enough off to 
do the trick. Their only failure

|from south to north, and eight 
ifrom east to west, that is, it was 
sixty miles by fifty, not including 
a vast northern and largely unin- 
‘habited area. The settlements 
within the area mentioned had 
been given seven polls at the pro- 
vincial election last spring, and 
four in the elections of 1911. 
There were some 400 names on 
the voters’ list. Whitefish 
settlement, fifty miles by trail 
from Grouard, had been given a 
poll in the provincial elections, 
but no poll was given it in the re- 
cent election. Two voters trav- 
eled from Whitefish lake to Grou- 
ard and arrived in time to poll 
their votes, but five others who 
were on the way did not arrive 
until after the elose of the poll 
owing to the day being very cold 
and stormy and the travel being 
‘consequently slow. The whole 
settlement, comprising about fifty 


voters, excepting the two men- | 


tioned, was effectually disfran- 
chised by the refusal of a_ poll. 
From Indiana siding on the Dun- 
vegan railway, where a number of 


fishermen were at work, the dis- | 


tance to the Grouard poll was 
over twenty miles. 
The conditions at MeLennan 


were almost exactly duplicated at 
Grouard. First, the people were 
| disfranchised by the refusal of

ENEMY CAMPAIGN

From Three to Five Feet Covers | 
Heights Where Teutons 
Have Lines 


Italian Headquarters in Northern 
Italy, Jan, 10,.—-(By the A. P.)-——-The 
enemy’s winter campa.gn appears to 
have been interrupted seriously, if not 
halted definitely, by heavy snowfalls 
during the last twenty-four hours, The 
snow covers the mountain front to a 
depth of from three to five feet. 

Monte Grappa, which Is the central 
point of the operations between the 
Piave and the Brenta rivers, has three 
feet of snow, while further north the 
positions occupied by the enemy are 
buried to a much greater depth. The 
snow barrier is operating strongly 
against the enemy as they are on the 
higher summits, while the Italians are 
on the lower ground sloping toward 
the plain. 

On Monte Grappa, which is the 
dominating summit held by ths fta! 
jans, and on Monte Pertica and Monte 
Caprile, nearby, held by the enemy, 
the cannonade fell off today and there 
was little activity beyond patrol move- 
ments. Most of the soldiers are busy 
clearing the mountain paths to per- 
mit the income of supplies. Tractor 
snowplows are being used and sleighs 
are taking the place of trucks for 
carying foood and munitions, 

In addition to the interruption at 
the immediate front, the heavy snow- 
fall may close the enemy’s line of 
communication from Austria south- 
ward into Italy,

FRENCH VICTORY 
COMPLETE WHEN 
ENEMY AWAKEXNS 


Attackers Lost Less Than Dozen 
Men — German Dead Strew 
Ground 


With the French. Armies in France, 
Jan. 9.—(By the A. P.)—One of the 
most successful raids into the German 
lines in some time was executed yes- 


terday by foreign legionaries and 
sharpshooters, who attacked and 
penetrated enemy positions along a 


front of a mile and to a depth of half 
a mile in front of Flirey and westward 
toward St. Mihiel, capturing 178 
officers, non-commissioned officers and 
men. The troops returned to their 
own positions after completely clear- 
ing the German defenses. They recon- 
noitred both the first and-second Ger- 
man lines, killed or captured every 
occupant and carried off numbers of 
machine guns and trench morters, 

The surprise was s0 complete that 
the German artillery did not get into 
action until I'rench victory had been 
accomplished, The French easuaities 
did not reach a dozen, while German 
bodies cover thickly the positions 
overrun by the attackers.

“In the first place 
the American people are entitled to 
know of the splendid effectiveness 
with which they have been abie to 
organize the manpower and the ma- 
terial power of the na.jon In a great 
cause, and second, our army in France 
under General Pershing and our al- 
lies are entitled to have the benefit 
resulting from the depression of the 
morale of their enemies which must 
come when the Germans realize that 
the American democracy has never 
blundered nor hesita.ed, but actua ly 
brought the {ull power of its men and 
resources it completely organized 
strength against their miljitary ma- 
chine. R 

“No army of similar size in the his- 
tory of the world has ever been rais- 
ed, equipped or trained so quickly. 
No such provision has ever been made 
for the comfort, health and genera) 
well-being of an army. 

“By the co-operation of all inter- 
ests and all people in the country, the 
nation is now organized and set to its 
task with unanimity of spirit and con- 
fidence in its powers. More has been 
done than anybody dared to believe 
possible. That there have been here 
and there errors in judgment and de- 
lays goes without saying, but I should 
be wanting in frankness were I to 
omit by my own estimate of the real 
unselfishness and intelligence with 
which my associates, military and 
civilian, have applied
